weak ones should be cut out altogether, stronger ones should be cut back to about 3 to 4 eyes, while extra strong shoots may \^ 
left longer, say about 5 or 6 eyes long; after this is done, dig a hole deep enough to allow the plant ample room without bending 
the roots, and be sure that the grafting joint will go in deep enough to allow a covering of about 5 Inches with soil; then takft 
the soil and shake it well around the roots, and after the hole is filled up loosely with the soil, give the plant at least a half apal* 
full of water ; after the soil has settled down, fill up the hole, watering the plant again. After this they should only be watered 
when dry ; too much water is never good for a newly planted Dormant Rose.
